FROM MEXICO. *

FACTS, RUMORS, AND SPECULATIONS.

The Telegraph brought to the city yesterday
morning news of stirring interest, which was sum¬

med up in the following extra issued from our ollice:
" The Telegraph announces that General Scott

reached the city of .Mexico on the 17th ultimo.
1 here hud been a quarrel between Santa Anna

and Canalizo.
" Gen. Scott met with no opposition till he was

within eight miles of the city. A skirmish then
took place, but the Mexicans soon gave way, after
which the civil authorities met Gen. Scott and en¬

tered into stipulations.
"One account, sent by express to Matanioros,

states that our loss was three hundted ; the account

by way ol Vera Cruz does not, solar as we know,
make any mention of the loss.

" The important item of the above news.that
our army has taken the Mexican capital.we believe
to be true."

So positive was the Telegraph's annunciation of
these particulars, that we were not a little chagrined,
as well as disappointed, when the arrival of the
Southern mail in the evening reduced these auspi¬
cious accounts to little more than conllicting and
disputed rumors. We give them as they appear in
the New Orleans papers, hazarding no opinion our¬

selves, but only the hope that the event reported
may be found to be true, and that it may turn out

that the heroic and veteran Scott is in quiet pos¬
session of the capital of Mexico.

THE NEW ORLEANS ACCOUNTS.
The New Orleans National of Saturday, the

31st ultitio, published the following in an extra :

" Then id news in the city from the cily of Mexico as late
as July 17th. It came through by a Mexican courier, who
came by the way of Orizaba and Alvarado to Vera Cruz.
Gen Scott entered Mexico on the I7lh of Julv. He met
with no opposition on his way from Puebja until he arrived at

Peion, about eight miles from the city. Here a slight skir¬
mish ensued between his advance and the Mexicans, when
tae latter fell back. The civil authorities then came out to
meet Gen. Scott. Stipulations were entered .into by which
the persons and property of the citizens of Mexico were to !«.

respected. This accomplished, our army marched quietly into
the city of the Montezumas.
" This important news reached here in the Massachusetts, but

has been withheld for purposes that we do not understand.
The authority upon which we publish it seems to us undoubt¬
ed. I he courier that biought this news could come from the
city of Mexico via Orizaba to Vera Cruz in tive days if the
weather is good, satn under any circumstances. The Mas¬
sachusetts left Vera Cruz on the 23d. It will be perceived
that this allows seven days for the news to .-each Vera Cruz
by the nute we have stated.

Santa Anna and Canalizo had quarrelled about the defence
of the city. Canalizo did not want the city injured, as there
w* no hope of successful resistance. He preferred to meet

".The entrance of Gen. Scott into Mexico is a rumor. From

seriously und solemnly demand.

I do not desire the Presidency, and only yield thus far my
assent to be considered a candidate in the same proportion in
which it is desired by the people, irrespective ofpart/.

Your pa[H>r.the No. which you were kind enough to pro¬
mise.will be very acceptable. Meanwhile I can only hope
it will prove useful to the country.

THE Htr. WM. L. McCALLA'S STATEMENT.t
The Philadelphia " Sun" of Saturday contains,

as promised, an address to the President of the
United States, headed as lollows :

<. VV. L. McCallu to J. K. Polk, President of the United
Statu, concerning the Jesuit Spies sent to Mexico, with the
title of Chaplains to the Arm//."
The only part of this address which bears upon

the question immediately at issue between the reve¬
rend gentlemen and the President and his friends is

the following part of the account ol the interview
which the former held with the latter, when an ap¬
plicant for appointment as one ol the chaplains to
the Army:

. . . "I told you that the Jesuit priests themselves
had published their declaration that you had appointed them
chaplains; that the Koinun Catholic papers had ratilied their
statement; that the Protestant pa|*-rs had adopted the rumor;
and that the political papois had commented upon it as an in¬
disputable fact. These were historical phenomena which we

both seemed to think required an explanation, 'i hat explana¬
tion you gave, by saying that you had appointed them under
the name of chaplains, but in reality as spies j and that you
had consulted Itishop Hughes upon the subject, and felt that
you had a right to do so ; but the plan had originated, you
affirmed, with an eminent Presbyterian, whose name you
mentioned, which the next minute you wereafiaid you had no
right to do. When I heard your declaration about spies, I
felt thankful to Providence that I had indulged in no indelicate
ellbrts to extract from the Chief Magistrate of a great nation
such an anomalous announcement.an announcement made
to a stranger, an injured stranger, without a profession ot
confidence or a charge of secresy, direct or indirect, in whole
or in part. As I had not drawn it from you, I treated it with
forbearing and rcspectful silence. Under the prol~u® .ro^-
xion that my silence was occasioned by the strength of your
new position, you pursued your argument with renewed vigor,
epeating three or four times, indifferent connexions, that you
hid sent them as spies, from the apprehension entertained by
yot and your Presbyterian counsellor that, without agents ol

j that description, the Mexicans, jealous of their religion, and
suspecting the present war to be made against it, would over-
whelm our little army by their zeal, ferocity, and unanimity."

LONGITUDE BY MAGNETIC TELEGRAPH.

The last Annual Report of the Superintendent of
lie Coast Survey (Alex. Dallas Bachk) gives an

uteresting account of the measures which had
ieen adopted for the determination of the difference
if longitude between New York, Philadelphia, and
Washington by the magnetic telegraph. The Jour¬
nal ot Commerce furnishes the following summary
>f it:
A line of wire was extended last summer from the General

'ost Olfice in Washington to the Naval Observatory ; a wire
vas carried from the lliqh School Observatory in Philadelphia
,o the main Baltimore line ; and another was carried from the
Jersey Oily Telegraph Office to a temporary observatory
greeted near the Presbyterian church. The observations at

Washington were under the direction of Mr. 8. C. Walker;
those at Philadelphia were made by Professor Kendall; and
those at Jersey City by Professor Loomis. Each observer
had at his command a good clock, and a transit instrument for
regulating it with the greatest precision.
The clocks being properly regulated, all which is needed

for the determination of the dilieience ot longitude between
these three places is the exhibition ol some signal that can

l>e heard simultaneously at each station. I his is afforded by
the click of a magnet, which is worked in the usual mode ot

telegraphing communications. These experiments were com¬

menced last season, but were only partially successful. Sig¬
nals were exchanged between Philadelphia and Washington
on the 10th of October; but none were obtained from Jersey
City.
"We understand that these experiments have been resumed

the present season, and that they have been crowned with
success. The plan of operation we learn to be the follow¬
ing : At ten o'clock in the evening, when the usual business

me Company is concluded, the three observato¬
ries above named are put "> communication with eqfh other.
They then correspond In the ordinary mode of telegraphing,
to ascertain whether the arrangements are perfect and the ob¬
servers are all ready. The observer at Jersey City then gives
warning to prepare for the transmission of clock signals. At
the commencement of a minute by his clock he strikes a key,
(like, the key of a piano,) and a click is heard simultaneously
at Jersey City, Philadelphia, and Washington. The observ¬
ers at the three places record the time each by his own clock.
In ten scconds Jersey City again strikes the key, a click is
heard, and all record the time. At the expiration of another
ten seconds a third signal is given in the same manner, and
so on to the number of twenty signals. After a pause of one
minute, Philadelphia repeats the same series of signals, and
all three observers record the time. After a similar pause,
Washington begins, and gives another series of twenty sig¬
nals. Thus the three observers obtain sixty comparisons of
their clocks, which ought to give their dill'erence of time with
almost perlect accuracy. This method is beautiful in theory,
and appaiently very simple; but a great many disappoint¬
ments have be«n experienced in reducing it to practice. The
difficulties, have, however, been surmounted. On the even¬
ing of the 19th ultimo twenty clock signals were transmitted
from Jersey City to Philadelphia, and the same number were
eturned. When the computations are completed for the ex¬
act determination of the time of the respective places, these
observations will give the precise difference of longitude be¬
tween Jersey City and the High School Observatory in Phila¬
delphia. According to a hasty comparison, this difference
amounts to Jlmr minutes and thirty seconds. Since the 19th
instant similar sets of signals have been repeatedly passed be¬
tween Jersey City and Philadelphia, and the comparisons will
be continued until a further increase of accuracy is not to be
expected.

Phis method of determining longitude was tried upon a small
scale between Washington and Baltimore soon after the erec-
tion of the telegraph wire; with this important difference,
however, that the comparison of time was made by means of
a chronometer carried to the telegraph office. In the present
experiments the wire is continuous Irom the Philadelphia Ob¬
servatory to the Jersey City Observatory ; and the two clocks
can be compared with about the same precision as if they were
standing side by side in the same room.

It seems probable that this mode of determining longitude
will supersede every other method between places where a

telegraphic wire is erected. The time required for the passage
of the electric fluid through the distance of a hundred, or even
a thousand miles, is entirely inappreciable ; and the compari¬
son can be repeated at pleasure until the satislactory result is
obtained. We understand it is the intention of the Superin¬
tendent of the Coast Sum y in due time to. extend this method
to all the principal cities along our coast. We are not aware

that this method has been attempted in any part of Europe.
COL. Z. PRATT'S TANNERY.

Hlxt's Mxrchaxt*' Maoa/.ihe for August is an interest¬
ing number, and rich in commercial information. Among
the articles is a full account of the Tannery of Mr. Zadock
Pratt, at Prattsville, in the State of New York. It is said
to be the largest establishment of the kind in the world. The
following extract will furnish some idea of the immense scalo
upon which it is conducted :

«'The Prattsville Tannery, as we have said, furnishes one
of the most striking examples of individual energy and en¬

terprise which our country, fruitful as it is in such examples,
affurds. A little more than twenty years ago, the district of
country in which it stands was a perfect wilderness. Al¬
though just back of the well known Catskill range, and not
more than thirty-six miles from the banks of the Hudson, the
great thoroughfare of our interior trade, the depths of its hem¬
lock forests, the solitude of its mountain glens, and the flash¬
ing of its tumbling brooks, had been explored only by the foot
of the hunter, and were as little known to the public as the
sloi>es and valleys of the Rocky Mountains. In 18*4 Col.
Pratt visited this district, and, with unerring judgment, at
once decided upon it as the proper location. With a man of
Colonel Pratt's energy, from the conception of a project to its
execution is but a single step. With such men to will and
to do is one and the same thing. In less than ninety days he
had a tannery erected and ready to comincnce operations,

«. This tannerv is an immense wooden building, 530 feet
in length, 43 feet in breadth, and two stories and a half high.
Within this area are contained 300 vats, with conductors to
draw the liquor to the pump, affording about 46,000 cubic
leet of room for tanning purposes. A large wing, 40 feet by
80 extending over the stream, contains twelve leaches, six of
which have copper heaters, each 28 feet long. The cubic
contents of the leaches amount to about 12,000 feet, and also
the bark loft, through which, in the course of the year, passes
more than six thousand cords of bark. The mill» through
which it is ground are capable of grinding over a coid of bark
per hour; and it has connected with it a pump of sufficient
capacity to deliver 1,000 cubic feet of ' oozc,' or water charged
with tanning, in thirty minutes. The beam-house contains
thirty vats, equivalent to 7,640 cubic feet. It has connected
with it three hide mills, for softening the dry Spanish hides,
and two rolling-machinea, capable of rolling 500 sides of lea-
ther per day. Outside of the building, but connected with
the beam-house by an under-ground communication, aie

eight stone sweat-pits, with pointed arches and flues. The
pits are of the most approved size, being in area ten feet by
fourteen, ar.d in depth eight feet, with a spring of water at
one corner.
" The labor employed, directly or indirectly, may be set

down at two hundred men daily. The ramified branches of
business and trade that it fosters, the comfort, refinement, and
intelligence of which it l>ecomea the centre, and its final in¬
fluence upon the growth and populousness ef the surrounJing
district, cannot be too highly estimated.
" No party" men are u-ually found in one of two classes.

those who are destitute of public spirit, and those who have
lieen personally disappointed in some dealings with one or
more parties. The first class are either engaged in pursuits
which they think of more consequence than good government,
or they have that sort of indolent faith which assumes that alt
will go on well because there is no pressing evil that now
crosses their individual paths.

The second class is a nu¬
merous one. The loss of an office, the success of a rival, the

sense of the hollowness of party. Henceforth they are purej patriots, privileged to rail upon the rest of the world, and pro¬
nounce all men cither deceivers or deceived. In short, no-

pnrtyism is always the growth either of a mistaken estimate of
things, or of lany selfishness or disappointed expectations. A
reasonable, sensible, unselfish, modest mnn seldom falls into
it. He may be more or less active on political subjects, but
he will have some opinion on them, and act at proper seasons
with firmness.. Connecticut Couratlt.

but believe the instances are very rare. One in (articular, in
which a shoemaker was suspected of milking a neighbor a

cows ; but the reputation of the honest man was afterward*
triumphantly vindicated by the diacovery that it waa the shoe¬
maker's pig.
